-obert Francis Kennedy announced his candidacy for the Democratic nomina-

Eugene McCarthy, came several weeks before President Lyndon Johnson declined 
to run for a second full term.

I960, political experience has come through hard work. 


In 1944, he left his studies to enlist as a Naval seaman. Following the war, he 


returned to Harvard to receive a B.A. in 1948. 


In 1951, following his LL.B from the University of Virginia Law School, 


Robert moved to Washington, B.C., to begin work in the Department of Justice. 
Nine years later, he WPS appointed Attorney General of the United States. 


During those nine years, he helped run his brother's successful 1952 campaign 


for the U.S. Senate, then became an assistant counsel to the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigation. 


Six months later he left, returning in February, 1954, as chief counsel for the 


Democratic minority. Under new chairman John L. McClellan in 1955, he became 
chief counsel. 


Following the failure of his brother John to obtain the. vice-presidential nom- 


ination in 1956, Robert became chief counsel of the Senate Select Committee on 
Improper Activities in the Labor or Management Field in 1:957. 


Then came I960, his brother's successful presidential bid and his appointment 


as Attorney General. The assassination in 1963 led to the end of this career. 


For Robert, however, born the seventh of nine children to multimillionaire 


Joseph Kennedy and wife Rose on November 20, 1925, at Brookline, Mass., the 
call to political activity was strong.

Eugene McCarthy, came several weeks before President Lyndon Johnson declined 
to run for a second full term.

For the man who.-ran- the successful presidential campaign for his brother in 


i960, political experience has come through hard work. 


In 1944, he left his studies to enlist as a Naval seaman. Following the war, he 


returned to Harvard to receive a B.A. in 1948. 


In 1951, following his LL.B from the University of Virginia Law School, 


Robert moved to Washington, D.C., to begin work in the Department of Justice. 
Nine years later, he w:vs appointed Attorney Ceneral of the United States. 


During those nine years, he helped run his brother's successful 1952 campaign 


for the U.S. Senate, then became an assistant counsel to the Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigation. 


Six months later he left, returning in February, 1954, as chief counsel for the 


Democratic minority. Under new chairman John L. McClellan in 1955, he became 
chief counsel. 


Following the failure of his brother John to obtain the, vice-presidential nom- 


ination in 1956, Robert became chief counsel of the Senate Select Committee on 
Improper Activities in the Labor or Management Field in 1:957. 


Then came 1960, his brother's successful presidential bid and his appointment 


as Attorney General. The assassination in 1963 led to the end of this career. 


For Robert, however, born the seventh of nine children to multimillionaire 


Joseph Kennedy and wife Rose on November 20, 1925, at Brookline, Mass., the 
call to political activity was strong.

ANSWER: Unless the per- 


manent tooth buds under the 
broken baby teeth were dam- 
aged at the time of the acci- 
dent, the permanent 
teeth 


should erupt normally. 


If your child was slow get- 


ting her baby teeth she may 
also be late with her perma- 
nent ones. But, in any case, if 
a number of months after 
normal eruption date of six 
years has passed, you should 
see your dentist for advice. 
Prolonged retention of baby 
teeth can cause difficulties 
with eruption of permanent 
ones. 


X rays can be taken to vis- 


ualize the 
position of the 


permanent teeth in the gums, 
but usually a clinical exam is 
sufficient to make an evalua- 
tion.

quite a bit and they were as 
noisy as European crowds.

wanted to be closer to home, in New Orleans, the Saints had 
to come up with a No. 1 draft choice for 1968—Fred Carr, an 
Ail-American linebacker from Texas Western. 


Rozelle, in his own time, has been known to overevaluate 


a player—he once gave up nine players for Ollie Matson when 
he was general manager at Los Angeles, and the Rams didn't 
have another winning season for eight years. 


More dangerous is the fact that the "free agent" player 


doesn't always have the chance to pick his next destination. 
Pat Fischer is a fine defensive corner back. The New York 
Giants need a corner back. Pat would like to play In New 
York because he wants to be close to Wall Street, as a young 
stock broker. But unless the Giants are willing to pay the 
Cards what they think Pat's worth, it's highly unlikely he'll 
play in New York. The Washington Redskins, who also want 
Pat desperately, have already been discouraged by the St. 
Louis price tag. 


So this business of playing out your option can be some- 


thing of a myth. All it really means is that you're sure to be 
traded and the bargaining starts again with your next em- 
ployer. Because, if Bill Munson had really been a free agent, 
he, and not the Los Angeles Rams, would have received the 
market value of Milt Plum, Tom Watkins, Pat Sludstill and a 
No. 1 draft choice.

O'Brien, have known that many 
of the Post Office's troubles 
stem from an excess of politics, 
Identifying a problem, however, 
is not the same thing as solving 
it. 


The politically active Post 


Office unions have been able to 
persuade Congress to favor pos- 
tal workers in setting Govern- 
ment employes' pay. Politics al- 
so intrudes into postal rate-set- 
ting, and local postmasters' jobs 
have long been a prime type of 
patronage. 


This situation helps to explain 


why a Presidential commission 
figures that as much as 20 per 
cent of the $7 billion annual pos- 
tal budget is now being wasted, 
me 
commission, 
headed by 


Frederick R. Kappel, former 
chairman of American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., cites antiquat- 
ed management methods, lack of 
incentives to improve producti- 
vity and insufficient investment 
in modern buildings and labor- 
saving machinery. 


To eliminate waste the com- 


mission favors a nonprofit Gov- 
ernment 
corporation, 
which 


eventually would set its own rates 
and wage scales. In time the cor- 
poration would be expected to be- 
come self • sufficient, with its 
costs covered by users of the 
mails. 


While aspects of the commis- 


sion's plan may be debatable, a 
fresh approach emphatically Is 
called for. The present system 
has demonstrated its inability to 
keep pace with the nation's swift- 
ly growing postal needs. 


Congress, of course, won't 


give up its postal role quickly or 
easily, Sooner or later, though, 
the lawmakers may realize that 
they won't win many votes by 
allowing a vital service to be 
strangled by politics. - The

Saigon is 
Still Under 
Attack

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. forces 


reported today killing 442 North 
Vietnamese troops below the de- 
militarized zone in renewed 
sharp fighting, described by 
some officers as another phase 
of the enemey's "peace talk" of- 
fensive. 


In the enemey's seven-day-old 


attack on Saigon, the American 
command reported 50 Viet Cong 
soldiers killed in fighting in and 
around the capital. Some guer- 
rillas still were holding out on 
the southern 
fringes despite 


heavy allied air attacks. 


In the northern war zone, U.S. 


1st Air Cavalry Division troops 
rushed in to reinforce Marine 
units battered in heavy fighting 
around Dong Ha, where 1,500 
enemy soldiers have been re- 
ported killed in the last two 
weeks. 


The army reinforcements and 


Marines reported killing 442 en- 
emy soldiers in the last 24 hours 
in five battles ranging from 5 to 
11 miles below the demilitarized 
zone. American casualties were 
put at 24 killed and 54 wounded. 


If the U.S. count is correct, 18 


enemy soldiers were killed for 
every American slain. Many of 
the enemy dead were claimed 
from American air strikes and 
artillery barrages.

to blood clots by seven to 10 
times. 


The revised labeling points s

not be applied directly to the 
United States or other countries 
because the incidence of blood- 
clot diseases may not be the 
same. 


The new labeling will say that 


under adverse reactions, a sta- 
tistically significant association 
has been demonstrated between 
the use of oral contraceptives 
and death or disease from blood 
clots which lodge in the brain or 
lungs.
